Another step in the progress of this 
district been taken through the 
enterprise of Mr, A, L, Johnson, who 
lives one mile east of Strathmore. 

Mr. Johnson is an old timer in the 
country, and has the finest windbreak 
of trees in this part of the

country, 

A few years ago he planted some 
apple trees and crabapple trees, which 
are now coming into bearing, and 
make a very fine show 

Mr. Johnson exhibited his apples at 
the Brooks fair, held September 1st 
and 2nd, and won first and third prize 
on Duchess and Blushed Calville ap- 
ples. He had on exhibit also, Hiburnal 
and Bowvinka apples, and Whitney 
and Transcendent crabappltes, 

Mr, Johnson deserves great credit 

for his pioneer work in fruit growing. 
It is worth considerable to know that 
it is practicable to raise these hardy 
apples and crabapples in this district. 
|There is no doubt that plums will 
also do well, and quite a number of 
pli trees were vlarted this year by 
the C.P.R. at the various Irrigation 
headquarters. The small fruits, par- 
ticularly strawberries, raspberries, 
currants and gooseberries yield well 
| when protected and cared for. 
Every farmer should plant a heavy 
|windbreak around an acre or two of 
|land which can be used for fruit and 
|garden stuff. 

Those with irrigated land will have 
@ great advantage, but some worth- 
| while results can be obtained on the 
dry land. 

Mr. R, A, Lambert has planted a 
jlarge number of apple trees and other 
fruit at his place north of Nightin- 
Bale, and expects to produce good 
fruit in a few years. He has also 
gone in for asparagus, rhubarb, and 
a variety of garden truck. Every ef- 
fort along this line enlarges our view 


of the things that can be raised to 
advantage here.
